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SOVIET "NEUTRALIZATION” CAMPAIGN 

I. With long-last French, German ratification 
Paris Accords, Soviet campaign to block 
West German rearmament has entered a new 
phase . 

A. While still insisting Accords action 
has made talks on Germany impossible, 
Moscow has produced new element — 
apparent willingness to talk on Austria. 

II. Kremlin may see an Austrian treaty as a 
means of preventing German rearmament. 

A. Now plugging possibility of Austrian 

"settlement” — on condition Austria 
observes strict neutrality — in effort 
to whet West German appetites for 
similar "settlement" there.

Even while such "settlement" still only 
conversation, USSR hopes exploit Austrian 
hopes by forcing them forego such links 
with West as NATO or close ties with Bonn. 

A. Immediate Kremlin aim — very firm commit 
ment to neutrality from Austrian leaders 
(April trip to Moscow) . 

B. Moscow also wants right to send troops 
back into Austria if "direct threat of 
Anschluss" seen. 

IV. Meanwhile, in order to convince Western 
Europeans that rearming West Germany is 
futile, Kremlin is publicizing increase in 
Orbit security measures (first announced 
at Moscow conference, Dec *54).
